Staff Which Plans 
Year’s Work

Pointing out that the rains 
! of last season had done but 
f little damage to either the im¬ 
proved or unimproved streets, 
the report continues: 
j “While the amount of damage 
: was small, the loss to our under- 
J ground wtaer basin of the escap- 
j ing flood waters is valued at 
; thousands of dollars and immedi¬ 
ate steps should be taken in co- 
1 operation with the Water Depart- 
! ment toward the conservation of 
this waste." 

The total cost of operating the 
street department during this last 
fiscal year, including purchase of 
a truck that cost $1437.50, is 
given in the report as $16,056.01 
as against an outlay of $18,249.72 
in the preceding year. The allow¬ 
ance for the current year is 
$17,000. 

The cost of rubbish removal 
durnig the year is reported at 
$1713.73 compared with $1503.77 
for the preceding year. Garbage 
removal is provided under con¬ 
tract on a flat rate of $200 a 
month. 

Concerning the matter of lot 
cleaning and reduction of the fire 
hazard during the summer 
months, passage of an ordinance 
' permitting this work to be done 
under authority of the State is 
recommended. On this subject the 
report says: 

“Inasmuch as the money ex¬ 
pended in cleaning the lots is re¬ 
turned to the city and is in reall- , 
ty merely an advance of money 
rather than an expense to the 
city, I do not believe an appro- j 
priation should be made in the j 
budget for this work a:: has been 
done in the past. As it is now, ! 
the amount advanced for lot i 
cleaning appears as an expense 
of the city government although \ 
the total amount is returned with 
the tax money. 

"It is also my opinion that this 
work could be more efficiently 
bandied through an ordinance 
based upon the authority granted 
by the State and would recom¬ 
mend that such an ordinance be 
passed before next Spring. The 
City of Monrovia has such an or¬ 
dinance and could be used as a 
model to be changed to meet local 
conditions.” 

The condition of the city’s 
streets generally is reported to be 
fair and most of the $2131 spent 
for street maintenance was ex¬ 
pended in keeping in condition 
the unimproved streets, compris¬ 
ing 22 per cent of the total. It is 
necessary to go over them with 
a grader and tractor after each j 
rain. The cost of this service in 
the previous year is given as 
$5305.15. The equipment, however, 

Is reported in bad condition and ■ 
the report suggests that if the 
work is to be economically and 
efficiently done a new tractor and 
grader must be provided.

READY TO BEGIN 
ACTUAL WORK ON 
BOULDER DAM 


Actual construction work on 
Boulder Dam is to be started at 
2 p.m. next Wednesday, it was 
announced yesterday by officials 
of the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict, when Dr. Ray Lyman Wil¬ 
bur, Secretary of the Interior 
drives a silver spike in the Boul¬ 
der Dam railroad line that will 
carry men and materials from 
the main line of the Union Pacific 
near Las Vegas, Nevada, to the 
dam site, 30 miles distant.

HERSEY EXHIBITS RELICS OF 
ANDREE EXPEDITION HE FOUND 
UP IN THE ARCTIC WASTES 


Many interesting relics of the 
ill-fated Andree expedition to the 
North Pole, were on display dur¬ 
ing the past week in the Los 
Angeles office of Col. H. B. Her- 
sey, United States Metrologist for 
Southern California. 

Col. Hersey, who lives at 575 
North Hermosa avenue, Sierra 
Madre, found these relics in 1906 
when he was assigned by the 
United States Government to ac¬ 
company Walter Wellman’s party 
as executive officer of the expi- 
dition as well as representative 
for the National Geographic So¬ 
ciety. Wellman went into the Arc¬ 
tic wastes in search of Andree. 

Making their camp on Dane’s 
Island in the Spitzenbergen archi¬ 
pelago, off the northern coast of 
Norway, in the same little valley 
from which the Andree Expedi- I 


tion started in 1897, the Well¬ 
man expedition found the wreck¬ 
age of the balloon house which 
had been leveled to the ground 
during the six years it had been 
battered by the arctic storms. 

“In the wreckage,” Col Her¬ 
sey said, "we found a piece of 
foundation timber. On it Andree 
had painted the flag of Sweden, 
his native land. Curior to know 
why he had done this, I asked the 
Norwegians, and they said that 
it had been done as a mark of 
patriotism to his country.” 

Col. Hersey has this piece of 
timber with the flag on it in 
his home. Another relic is the 
lead ash tray on his desk which 
was fashioned from the lining of 
a generator in which hydrogen 
gas was formed to inflate An- 
dree’s balloon.

Opposition of the league to the 
proposed law will be based, ac¬ 
cording to Harris, on the conten¬ 
tion that it is "basically opposed 
to the fundamental principles of 
state and federal government” in 
that it would take the voice of 
the ciizen out of fish and game 
control and allowe a "five-man 
commission to make and enforce 
its own laws." 

"Granting of plenary powers to 
the State Fish and Game Com¬ 
mission,” the San Franciscan de¬ 
clared, "would invest that body 
with powers beyond those of the 
governor of the state, a condition 
not tolerable in a democratic 
form of government. 

"The commission, under the 
proposal, would be empowered to 
make bag limits, close or open 
any and all areas for hunting 
and fishing, arbitrarily establish 
season limits, create fish and 
game districts embracing farms

In addition to its protective 
quarrantine service, instituted in 
an effort to keep the fruit fly 
out of California, the department 
now is engaged in a "prepard- 
ness” campaign. This is being 
undertaken in order that market¬ 
ing of California fruits can be 
continued with minimum loss to 
farmers in event the fly should 
succeed, in gaining a foothold in 
the state. 

The present campaign to pre¬ 
pare a "second line ®f defense 
consists of determining in ad¬ 
vance methods of processing 
fruits and vegetables subject to 
infestation so that they may be 
shipped without danger of spread¬ 
ing the fly.

The deer hunting season be¬ 
gins September 16 in Los Ange¬ 
les, Orange, Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties, according to 
the abstract of fish and game 
laws issued by the state division 
of control. There are five game 
refuges in this area, however, 
where hunting is prohibited. Only 
two bucks (and no spike bucks) 
are allowed per season and it is 
against the law to shoot does or 
fawns. 

The dove season now on lasts 
for two months. The possession 
limit for doves is 15 per day and 
30 per week. Grouse will be open 
to the hunter September 15 for 
one month, and the limit is four 
per day and eight per week. 

Valley, desert and mountain 
quail are lawfully open to shoot¬ 
ing only during the month of De¬ 
cember in Southern California. 

The Division of Fish and Game 
recently purchased 600 Hungarian 
partridges, to arrive in this 
state in November. They will be 
introduced Into selected territories 
where they are expected to mul¬ 
tiply very fast. Hungarian part¬ 
ridges are slightly larger in size 
than our own California mountain 
quail. They are exceedingly fast 
on their feet, are extremely wild 
and, according to sportsmen, are 
second to our state quail from a 
game standpoint. They feed al¬ 
most entirely on insects.

into an uprising immediately af¬ 
ter the primary election that the 
time for effective action nas 
passed and that while there may 
ultimately be an independent 
"dry" movement, it will be merely 
a battle of the faithful “drys” 
who are determined to register 
their conviction regardless of the 
outcome. Such contests do not 
have a strong appeal for the ave¬ 
rage citizen who is unable to 
work up much enthusiasm unless 
he is able to convince himself 
that the cause for which he is 
righting has a reasonable chance 
to win. 

The speech of District Attor¬ 
ney Fitts calling upon his sup- 
porters in the Republican County 
Committee to work for Rolph 
preceded the adoption of a reso¬ 
lution by the committee pledging 
its support to the “entire ticket" 
nominated at last month’s primary 
election. 

The committee reelected Col. 
Eric Fowler chairman over In¬ 
gall W. Bull by a vote of 163 to 
98, Bull later moving that the 
election be made, unanimous. 

Mrs. C. F. Van De Water, of 
Long Beach, was elected vice 
chairman after Mrs. Helen Wer¬ 
ner, of Los Angeles, had with¬ 
drawn her name. Other vice- 
chairmen elected, representing 
various geographical divisions of 
the county, were E. Neal Ames,

and C. E. Chenoweth.

should be done in 
citrus orchard during September: 

Weed Control—The primary rea¬ 
son for cultivation in the citrus 
orchards is to control weeds, pre¬ 
venting competition between the 
weed growth and the tree for 
soil moisture and fertility. At this 
season of the year when soil 
moisture is quite a factor because 
of the large amount which is 
taken from the soil through the 
tree, it is advisable to prevent 
this competition as much as pos¬ 
sible for the benefit of the fall 
growth and the development of 
fruit. 

While it is necessary to occa-' 
sionally cultivate or stir the soil 
in order to reduce the weed 
growth, it is advisable to culti¬ 
vate as little as possible. 

Irrigation—It is necessary for 
the best condition in the citrus 
orchard to not permit the soil to 
become too depleted of moisture, 
especially at this season, when 
the weather may be not only hot 
but dry and windy. See to it that 
the trees do not wilt. Our advice 
is to use the shovel, the soil tube, 
or the auger before and after 
irrigaions.

Heating soil by electricity to 
force truck crops for early mar¬ 
kets is to be tried by the Uni¬ 
versity of California College of 
Agriculture. 

The first experiment will be 
made in cold frames with cucum¬ 
bers, to determine if they can be 
forced three or four weeks in ad¬ 
vance of those planted in the 
regular way. Heating elements 
will be placed in the soil and a 
careful record will be kept of 
the temperatures maintained and 
the current consumed. 

There is no idea that heating 
the soil will be economically prac¬ 
tical for field crops, but in the 
case of some vegetables which 
command high prices in advance 
of the season, it may make re¬ 
turns on the investment. The 
amount of current consumed 
probably will not be large and 
while the installation cost would 
not be negligible, the extra price 
paid for the produce may more 
than compensate the grower.

E ==jl EPTEMBER in the 
garden Is a month of 
H preparation for the 
Bjl fall and winter gar- 
M den flowers. 

PI The ground for them 
should be prepared 
now. auaK it well by setting a 
sprinkler over the spot to be 
worked and letting it run for two 
or three hours. After the water 
has had time to settle, cover the 
ground with barnyard manure 
about an inch thick and spade it 
in. Then rake It over smooth and 
let it stand for about a week be¬ 
fore planting. 

Beds prepared in this manner 
will grow excellent bedding 
plants such as pansies, stocks, 
snapdragons, larkspurs, calendu¬ 
las, salpiglosus and violas, all of 
which will bloom during the win¬ 
ter months. 

The young plants should be set 
out about one foot apart. 

The early bulbs such as Free- 
slas, Narcissus and Watsonias 
should be planted now. 

This is the month to prime 
back geraniums, begonias, and 
other perennials that have be¬ 
come "leggy” during the summer. 

Shrubbery and trees that are 
established in containers can be 
planted out now and will make 
considerable growth before the 
winter dormant season . 

It you did not prune your roses 
last month, do so now and Irri¬ 
gate and fertilize them and you 
will have bloom all fall and into I 
winter months. 

Iris should be cut back now 
and if they are crowded they 
should be dug up and divided. 

Either give away or throw 
away your surplus roots, do not 
stick them all over the yard just 
to save them. They are only beau- 
Ufuld for a short season during 
the year and too many of them 
In the garden is very monotonous. 
When the leaves begin to turn 
brown and die back, they are de¬ 
cidedly ugly. 

As soon as Amaryllis Belladon¬ 
na have finished blooming they 
should be dug and divided, that 
Is If they have been in the same 
place three years or more. 

Chrysanthemums will soon be 
showing blossom buds.
